CITY EMERGES FROM WILDERNESS IN TWO YE ARS IN 


WASHINGTON STATE 


One day in January, 1922, a small group of men stood in the | 
wilderness at the junction of the Columbia and Cowlitz Rivers, in 
Western Washington, fifty miles northwest from Portland, and ex­ 
changed some words. They were from the South. Soon the site 
of the conference was swarming with the activities of 4000 labor­ 
ers equipped with construction machinery. 
Today, as the city of Longview, it has more than 5000 inhabi­ 
tants, 476 permanent buildings, twrenty-six stores, 
two banks, 
ninety-seven business enterprises, a postoffice of the second class, 
twro hotels, a daily newspaper with more than 3,000 subscribers, an 
up-to-date school building with 692 pupils and twenty-two teachers, 
a community building, forty-four miles of graded streets, twenty- 
four miles of graveled streets, six miles of paved streets, seven­ 
teen miles of sewers, fourteen miles of water mains, twenty-one 
masonry buildings, 579 residences, five permanent workmen’s dor­ 
mitories, sheltering 500 men; a telephone exchange with capacity 
for 6000 telephones and an electric power and lighting plant. 
Work is far advanced on the first unit of the Long Bell Lum­ 
ber Company’s manufacturing plant, structures covering thirty- 
four acres. 
The first unit of permanent Columbia River docks for ocean­ 
going steamships, with berthinglength of 1400 feet, is nearing 
completion. 
Work is progressing on a thirty mile railroad from Longview7 
into the company’s vast timber holdings, covering more than 70,- 
000 acres, acquired from the Weyerhaeuser Timber Company. 
The Long-Bell Lumber Company wrill employ about 4,000 men 
in it mills and logging operations. This alone will insure a popula­ 
tion of 20,000 at Longview7 as soon as the mills swing into opera­ 
tion wrhich will be next July. 
The growth of this city is matohed by the career of its build­ 
er, Robert A. Long-, executive head of the Long-Bell Lumber Com­ 
pany of Kansas City, Mo. In 1875 he established a small lumber 
yard in a Kansas town. From that small beginning has grow-n 
probably the largest lumber manufacturing and distributing en­ 
terprise in the world, owning and operating in the Southern States

Brigadier General Charles G. Dawes and Owen D. Young 
reached New York, April 28, on the Leviathan in a jocund mood, 
for seeing no obstacles to the adoption of their German reparations j 
plan. Henry M. Robinson, member of the second Experts’ Com­ 
mission, also arrived. 
All three of the Americans were in fine fettle. General Dawes 
went away a reticent man. He returnd a taciturn one. He shoved 
his upside-down pipe into his teeth when he was asked on what 
authority his name had been mentioned for the vice presidency. 
He was going home that was all. He was glad the job was 
over. He disclaimed much credit. He was only one of ten men, h e j 
said. 
Go see the others. 
Go ask Mr. Young, there was one 
of the most level-headed useful citizens in the United States. Go 
ask him. 
Then he did unlimber to the extent of saying that abroad 
there had been “every disposition to agree on all points,” and he j 
hoped the reyaration plan would receive the same consideration 
here. 
Mr. Young met all criticisms with compelling logic. The plan 
was the bet* thing yet offered. Failure to adopt it would invite col­ 
lapse of the rentenmark and economic chaos in Germany. He be­ 
lieved foreign capital would not flinch from floating the German 
loan, which is a part of the plan. 
He thought a fair apportionment of the loan would be $100,- 
000,000 from the United States, $75,000,000 from Great Britain 
and $25,000,000 from continental countries. 
As for the complaint that the plan failed to fix the total re­ 
parations bill, thus leaving Germany in a state of uncertainty for 
the future, he said that that was a consideration the future would 
itself adjust.

pulsive. 
The inquiry was one of the results 
of charges made by Judge Kttlits and 
others and the rilling by Crabbp out­ 
lawing “card officers" and the split 
fee system. 
Griswold in his report said; 
“Vio­ 
lators of the law were looked upon, j 
not as offenders against the dignity 
of the state, hut merely as source* of 
revenue, 
to 
be 
zealously 
guarded. J 
Constables, 
marshals 
and 
deputies 
from the various court* indulged in a I 
spirited contest with respect to their 
so-called 
rights 
in 
the 
matter 
of 
•knocking off their victims. This con­ 
flict became so severe at times that 
the jail matron complained 
of the 
commotion caused by these officers 
standing just outside the county jail 
and berating each other for ‘knocking 
off certain individual* from one court 
before those individuals

their fines in another oourt.” 
Many of the officers were men of 
bad repute and many of them known 
to he men with criminal records, the 
report also avers, ••‘ting testimony al­ 
leging a multitude of irregular and 
unlawful practices in connection with

erty of prospective victims, exorbit­ 
ant costs and fees and “the absolute 
disregard of the rights" of the vic­ 
tims.
